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CHURCH OF THE RESURRECTION, MILWAUKEE, WISCONSIN 


The Church of the Resurrection, Milwaukee, was organized on 
October 25, 1914, by the Rev. C. P. Weiskotten, field missionary of 
Synod with but 17 members. The first building, a small chapel, was 
built within a period of forty days on the present church site and with 
no financial help except $700.00 which was collected by Pastor Weis- 
kotten from interested persons. This fund was later designated a ‘““Wis- ' 
consin Conference Lot Fund’’; and it so appears today among the assets 
of Synod. The chapel was dedicated on April 11, 1915. ‘The member- 
ship at that time was about 50. 2 

‘The congregation has been ett -senemetiie’ since April, 1920. The 
present church building was begun in October, 1924, and dedicated 
on November 8, 1925. 

Four pastors have served the Church of the Resurrection. The Rev. 
James F. Beates became the first pastor on September 1, 1916. His min- 
istry came to a close with his death on August 23, 1923. The Rev. 
Lloyd W. Steckel, D.D., guided the congregation through its building 
program and for a period of fourteen years, until his death on March 
20, 1938. The Rev. Albert E. Birch, D.D., served the congregation 
from June 1, 1938, to February 2, 1948. The present pastor, the Rev. 
I. R. Kraemer, B.D., began his ministry here on July 1, 1948. | 

A son of the Church of the Resurrection, the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, 


is pastor of First Lutheran Church, Glendale, California. Another son, 
Robert F. Kugler, is in his second year at Northwestern Lutheran Semi- 


nary preparing for the ministry.

The exceptions consist of $2,817.39 of contributions 
received and deposited before January 20, 1949, but designated as applicable to the 
year 1949, and salary disbursements for the first half of January, 1949, paid before 
the above closing date, amounting to $522.08. 

All cash coming into the hands of the Treasurer during the year was correctly 
recorded and accounted for and all disbursements were made upon proper authoriza- 
tion for the purpose stated in this report. The bank account at the close of the period 


was verified by reconciliation with the statement submitted by your depository. 


All of the available documents representing loans from the various funds were 
ae for our inspection. It is our understanding that the title to the Lake of the 
property is in process of transfer to the congregation and the documents were 
therefore not available for our inspection. The mortgage on the Gethsemane property 
was paid in February of 1949 and the mortgage and note were returned to the congrega- 
tion prior to the date of our audit. In the case of the St. Cloud mission property 
purchased by the Synod in 1948, we inspected the deed but the abstract had not been 
extended at the date of our examination. In the case of the new mortgage loan to 
Trinity of Long Lake the mortgage and the resolution were inspected by us but the 
note had been returned to the congregation for correction. The mortgage covering — 
the St. Luke’s, Oxboro, loan had not been received but the note was on hand for our 
inspection. All other documents were found in order.

Meeting Places Still Remain a Problem | 


The problem of a meeting place has become a persistent one. This has been met 
to some extent by the synodical home mission board. Funds have been borrowed in 
order to loan money to missions for the purchase of lots or for preliminary construc- 
tion of chapels with barracks type buildings. We have had to aid four missions by 
borrowing money to help them to find a place of worship. This condition again was 
aggravated by the moratorium set up by the Board of rican Missions. Missions 
are started; the fields are ripe but where shall they meet? 

It is the opinion of your acting superintendent that the time will come when we 
shall have to curtail our mission program by decreasing the number of field missionaries © 
or set up a plan so that when a field is opened monies will be on hand to loan im- 
mediately for lots, parsonages or chapels. Time is lost in organization. Zeal is lost 
in the mission congregation as the community takes the attitude of watchful waiting. 


Home Mission Sponsors 


In 1944 St. Matthew's church, Wauwatosa, gave six hundred dollars to the Synod 
of the Northwest as a nucleus for a fund known as “Home Mission Sponsors.” 

The purpose of the Home Mission Sponsors Fund is to provide such items for 
synodical home missions which cannot be taken care of by the regular synodical funds. 
_ Membership in the fund is by payment of $100.00 or more annually. During 
1948 through this fund the synodical home missions committee had $2,733.43 to 
dispense on items over and above those provided in the regular budget. 

Tribute should be paid to these very loyal supporters of the Home Mission enter- 
prise, Pastors are urged to Preentesa loyal laymen and societies to contribute to this 


fund.

‘This is still a missionary Synod and opportunities appear as great and even greater 
than eleven years ago when your superintendent first became a member of the Te 


home mission board.

A group of our students recently graduated from Carthage and Thiel 


accompanied him. He spoke in chapel at Thiel and Carthage and also addressed their 
pre-theologs. One of our senior students, Norman Nelson, spoke in Carthage chapel. 
Student Edgar Belter acted as liturgist. 


On April 1 we had twenty guests from Carthage College on our campus. We are 


trying to arrange a similar visit by Thiel and the University students. 
Our files are growing and we anticipate a regular follow-up program by fall. 
There is no question about the results. Already we have seen tangible evidence that 


the program is bearing fruit.

The Rev. Fred William thlenfeld 


The Rev. Fred W. Iblenfeld was born in Milwaukee, Wisconsin: September 18, 


1907. He was a member of Redeemer Lutheran Church of Milwaukee. He received 
his education in the schools of that city, the University of Wisconsin, Carthage Col- 
lege, and Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary, Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

He became pastor of Faith Lutheran Church, Winona, Minnesota, in May 1935, 
and served that “ago ~ for four years. In 1939 he became pastor of St. Mark’s 
Lutheran Church, Fargo, North Dakota, serving that congregation faithfully until 
the time of his death. 


Pastor Ihlenfeld died November 28, 1948, in a Fargo hospital, where he had — 


been ill for a week. Death came suddenly of a heart attack after he seemed to be 
recovering from a throat infection. 


The Rev. Mr. Ihlenfeld was elected president of the Western Conference at the 


meeting of Synod in May, 1947, and was serving in that capacity, and a member 
of the Executive Committee of Synod, at the time of his death. | 
Besides his wife, Pastor [hlenfeld is survived daughters, Bernice, 12, and 

Katherine, 8; a brother, Elmer, of Burlington, Wisconsin, and three sisters, Mes.

Pastor George B. McCreary presented the 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL MISSIONS 


(1) The need for homes for aged persons is desperate. The Wisconsin Conference — 


is endeavoring to start such a home. Treasurer Walter O. Helwig has received several 
hundred dollars toward the start of a home in Wisconsin. The Cunningham Hospital, 
in Platteville, has been offered for sale. It is now being investigated by a committee 
composed of Pastors Paul E. Bishop, J. J. Lippoldt, Clemens H. Zeidler, George B. 
McCreary and Mr. George Johnson. It is hoped that a deaconess can be secured who 
will supervise the organization and maintenance of homes for the aged in Wisconsin. 

(2) There is no more thrilling report of the advance of the Lutheran Church 
in the Saviour’s service than that told by the welfare agencies in our area. 
(3) The Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin is working under the leadership 
of the Rev. Luthard O. Gjerde, executive secretary, the Rev. E. A. Syverud, public 
and Church relations director, the Rev. George C. Hansler, director of chaplaincy 
service, the Rev. Paul Valentiner, part-time publicity consultant, Miss Mable L. Thor- 
stensen, field secretary. There are 9 staff members, 8 case workers, 3 chaplains, 9 
members of _ secretarial staff, 2 caretakers, and 3 employees at the girl's club—34 
persons in all. | 

445 children were ministered to. 59 were baptized and placed for adoption. 128 
unmarried mothers were cared for. 89 referral cases were handled. The door of liberty 
has been opened to 130 displaced persons. 60 out-of-town girls were given a Chris- 
tian home at the girl’s club during 1948. The past budget was $166,530.00. The 
new one is $169,695.00. 
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A ministry was carried on in 84 institutions located in 42 cities or other com. 
munities in Wisconsin. 24,711 individuals were served by the chaplaincy service depart- 
ment in the 46,756 calls that were made. There were 24 baptisms, 25 confirmations, 
1,084 communions. 

In Wisconsin there are 768 National Lutheran Council congregations with 207,000 
confirmed members. 17,162 of these people are members of the society. 

(4) The Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota is working under the leadership 
of the Rev. Henry J. Whiting, executive secretary, the Rev. Fredric M. Norstad, 
director of chaplaincy services, Mr. Newton W. Wimmer, director of child welfare 
services, Mr. Harold J. Belgum, director of administrative . service. The staff now 
has 73 employees. 

_-_In 1948 a total of 164,344 days care were given to children. 703 children came 
under the care of the society. 162 children were placed for adoption. 195 unmarried 
-mothers were cared for. Trabert Hall had 405 residents, 

Permanent employment was found for 16 displaced persons from the Baltic coun- 
tries. 

The total 1948 receipts were $310,298.69. 

Additional area offices were opened at Albert Lea on Steiediihiet 21, 1948, sad 
later on in Duluth. 

_ (5) The Lutheran Welfare Society of Nests song is Mee! under the leader- 
ship of Miss Clarisse Clementean, executive secretary, Mr. ker, public rela- 
tions director. 

During 1948 a total of 241 children were cared i They were given a total 
of $60,574 days Christian care. 47 adoptions were completed, | 
__ A regional office was opened in June of 1948 in Bismarck with Miss Avis Abisin- 
son in charge. 

_ Myrtle Okerlund began a ministry as case worker at the home for the aged 
at Minot. 

Three institutional chaplains made 7,245 contacts with persons to whom they 
ministered. Devotional services were held for 1,252 persons. 

On March 5, 1949, more than two hundred job and housing assurances had 
- been forwarded to the National Lutheran Council for displaced persons. 34 displaced 
persons have been settled in North Dakota. 

(6) The Tabitha Home located at Lincoln, Nebraska, has the Rev. O. W. -Ebright | 
D.D., as its executive director. 

On May 20, 1948, contracts were awarded for the construction of the new home at 
a total cost of $415,856.43. $79,380.04 must be raised for the completion of the 
building if it is to be dedicated free of debt. 

During 1948 Tabitha Home served 88 aged guests. The home served 54 children. 
The total income for general expenses was $55,691.97. $60,375.53 was added to 
the building fund. 

(7) The Nachusa Lutheran Home for Children at Nachusa, Illinois, is under the 
superintendency of the Rev. LeRoy F. Weihe. The home gave care to 82 children 
during 1948. 52 children were in the home at the end of the ye. The gross income 
for 1948 was $70,255.21. 

(8) We thank God for His merciful ministry through these agencies and through 
these servants, and we pray that Christ’s work may increasingly flourish among us.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


The Executive Committee of Synod accepted the gracious invitation of the Lutheran 
Church of the Resurrection, Milwaukee, to hold its fifty-ninth annual convention in 
this church. Synod is glad to have a part in the celebration of the thirty-fifth anni- 
versary of this congregation and holds in deep respect oe honored names of Beates 
and Steckel connected with its history. 


This is the report of two presidents—one actual and one interim. Dr. R. H. Ger 
berding brought his long tenure as president of Synod to a close on December 31 
covering a period of twenty-two years. His presidency in our Synod stands among 
the highest in the U.L.C.A. not only for length of service but for sincerity in leader- 
ship oad for the advancement made under his leadership. The Executive Committee 

of Synod tried to express the sense of gratitude and appreciation of Synod to our 
—— president. This was done in resolutions which have been published in the 
ulletin. 

Most of the activities of the president in this report are those of Dr. Gerberding.

. Under the direction of Chaplain H. E. Bernhard and Dr. Altman K. Swihart, reli- 

gious activities have increased in influence. A special room has been prepared for 
student religious organizations. A student religious council has been active in coordinat- 
ing work of the several organizations. For the 6th annual Christian Emphasis Week, 


Dr. E. S. Hjortland, Minneapolis, was the effective leader. 
Chapel services, now required of all students, have been uniformly excellent. 
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Mimeographed programs, organ prelude and postlude, anthems by the Chapel Choir, 
fitting liturgy and effective messages have characterized these quiet forenoon interludes. 
“Faculty psychology,’’ which assumed water-tight compartments between mental 
functions, has long been abandoned. However, some still assume that religious life 
can be cultivated in isolation from general intellectual and personal development. For 
a student to give major time to college or university courses which ignore or Oppos: 
religion and then steal a little time for off-hour religious activities is to assume 2 
developmental process which does not exist. Spirituality must permeate the student's 
whole program——courses, activities, student relationships. . . . Every classroom, labora- 
‘tory, athletic floor, dormitory—all must provide opportunity for religious growth— 
in addition to chapel, Bible courses, and counseling. Faculty members in all depart- 
ments share responsibility for the supreme spiritual objectives of College and Church.

While the Church paid approximately $3 00 for a student attending Carthage in 
1943-44, this year the Lutheran Church pays only $76 per student. As enrollment 
declines slight! and as enrollment under the G.I. Bill ends, a larger amount from 
the Church will become urgent. 

All who are connected with the College are deeply grateful to the Northwest Synod 
for the support given this past year. We are thankful for the encouragment given 
at various times during the year. We would particularly thank the pastors of this 
synod for their faithful presentation of the cause of our Church College. ) 


Christian Higher Education Year 


Substantially to strengthen our colleges and seminaries the ULCA at two biennial 
conventions has approved a Christian Higher Education Year. The goal of $6,000,000 
has been assigned to synods with $328,000 to be raised by the Northwest Synod. 
Of this amount, $50,000 is for the ULCA Special Aid Fund to go for institutions 
in particular need, $150,000 for the Northwestern Seminary and $128,000 for 
Carthage College. 

The needs of both Seminary ard College are utterly worthy and urgent. After 
careful study includ’=g architects estimates, the following long-range program was — 
approved by the Board of Trustees, synodical and ULCA representatives:

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY 


The Seminary has had an active and fruitful year. Remarkable has been the large 
increase in enrollment. Fifty-two students have been enrolled. This is twelve more 
than ever before. The new Joseph Stump Hall has enabled us to take care of these 
men as to lodgings and has served admirably also for kitchen and dining room. The 
prospects for next fall's entering class are at this writing almost twenty, so that our 
accommodations will be taxed again. In the Church's great need for men for the 
ministry this remarkable increase, while not adequate, brings encouragement. 

Dr. Raun has recovered so rapidly, that he has been able to take the major part 
of his courses this year. With Dr. Kbten’ 's help the systematic department has been 
well attended to. At the end of the second quarter we were saddened and deprived by 
the sudden illness of Professor Cooper which has placed him in a hospital from which. 
the news is that he will be soon released to resume his work. His hours have been 
supplied and otherwise taken care of for the rest of the schocl year. :

Your committee has taken into consideration the information contained in the 
President's report summarizing the joint work of Dr. R. H. Gerberding and acting 
president Paul E. Bishop. | | +e 
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The resignation of Dr. Gerberding, effective December 31, brought to a close along 


period of faithful service and a distinct loss to the Synod. ‘Your committee wishes to 
commend Pastor Bishop, the conference presidents, Dr. Downing, Secretary Graf, 
Treasurer Helwig and Miss Irene Blakely and others in efficiently carrying on the 
added duties, subject to the change in administration. They deserve our highest praise. 

Your committee wishes to call to the attention of this Synod, a few items for spe- 


cial consideration. 


- 1. The splendid benevolence increase, yet to recognize the necessity for continued 
effort to the Lutheran World Action and the CHEY appeal. 


2. The reduction in the number of pastors on our Synodical roll, due to death, 
dismissals to other synods and losses otherwise from the active pastorates, which will 
not be regained by the splendid group of men to be ordained at this session of Synod. 
The need for pastors demands that our lay leaders take seriously the admonition of 
our Lord, “‘pray ye the Lord of the harvest that He send laborers into the harvest.’’ 


3. Your committee rejoices in the new congregations added to Synod; also the 
improvements to churches and parsonages. On the other hand it is a ‘bit disturbed by — 
the long list of pastoral changes. 
RECOMMENDATIONS : 


1. That the Synod instruct the Executive Committee to restudy the reenlistment 
of pastors not under call, with the view of filling our vacant parishes. 


2. That in recognition of elections, pastors and congregations give the new officers 
every co-operation so genuinely given our officers in the past.

President Paul E. Bishop presented the 
REPORT OF THE DELEGATION TO THE 


Le U.L.C.A. CONVENTION 


~ All of the delegates elected by Synod attended the convention of the United Lu- 
theran Church held in Philadelphia, October 6-14, 1948. Assembled in “‘the cradle 
of liberty’’ and of Lutheranism in America, the convention was afforded the privi- 


lege of an inspiring environment, as well as the leadership of its alert and able offi- 


cers. Delegates from the Synod of the Northwest were faithful in the discharge of 
their duties; constant in their attendance; conscientious in their interest; and digni- 
fied in their participation. 

The outstanding action of the convention was the enthusiastic vote for CHEY, 
Christian Higher Education Year. Pertinent resolutions will come before this con- 
vention with respect to Synod’s participation in CHEY; as well as a description of 
benefits which our Seminary and Carthage College will derive from this united 

ort. 

Evangelism under the direction of the Lutheran Commission on Evangelism of 
the National Lutheran Council was heartily endorsed. This convention of the Synod 
of the Northwest accedes to the request of the Philadelphia convention by “making 
evangelism a special order of business and concern. 

Delegates met in Philadelphia on the edge of the year which is historical for the 
U.L.C.A. 1948 was the first year in which the U.L. C.A. met its budget in full. And, 

praise God, that budget was exceeded by several hundred thousands of dollars. With 
sucks an achievement on which to build, it was just natural for the convention to de- 
termine to equal it in 1949. And it was further voted that all contributions in ex- 


cess of three million dollars should be divided igre & between the Board of American 
_ and the Board of Foreign Missions. In reaching its 


igh goal in 1948, the Synod of 
the Northwest had an excellent part; contributing 169.5% of its apportioned 


amount. 


Attention is called to the Centennial of the Diaconate in America in the year 1949. 
Prayers in every congregation, conference, and Synod for God’s blessing upon the 
work of the Diaconate, are requested by action of the convention. 
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__ Significant was the action taken to put into operation a department of Churct 
Architecture for the entire Church to supplement the work in this field now being 
done by the Board of American Missions and the Parish and Church School Board. 
_. . + Encouraging was the report that pensions a little more adequate to the times 
were permitted by increased gifts. . . . Christian Day Schools were not encouraged, 
but continued on the list of activities for further study. . . . ‘“The Lutheran’’ was 
given good praise; synods, congregations, and members being urged to place every 
amily on the list of subscribers. . . . Recognition was given to the National Churches 
affiliated with the U.L.C.A. and great was the company of representatives from the 
many fields. . . . Thought on Theological Education went back to the convention 
of 1932, re-approved the action then taken, and moved to encourage the Board of 
Education in the further pursuit of the program established in that year. 
Lutheran relationships received more than lip service when the convention voted 
to “declare to all bodies now constituting the National Lutheran Council its desire to 
merge with all or any of them in organic union.’’ And when Inter-Lutheran Parish 
realignments “‘for the purpose of forming more compact parishes and generally to 
increase the effectiveness of the Church’s ministry” were given the blessing of the 
Convention. | 

The following amendments to the constitution of the United Lutheran Church 
were adopted for presentation to the synods, and are hereby presented to this con- 
vention for action: | 


Article XII. Commission of Adjudication 

Section 1: Substitute the following for the present Section 1 of Article XII: 
(1948 ULCA Minutes, pp. 319, 344 | | 

“Section 1. A Commission of Adjudication shall be established to which shall be 
referred, for interpretation and decision, all disputed questions of doctrine and practice. 
The Commission shall constitute a court for the decision of those questions of prin- 
ciple or action which arise within The United Lutheran Church in America and 
which are properly referred to it by resolution OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
CHURCH IN AMERICA OR BY RESOLUTION of any of the synods. ANY 
CONVENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA OR 


OF ANY SYNOD, WHICH HAS PROPERLY REFERRED ANY QUESTION TO 
THE COMMISSION, MAY COMMIT TO ITS OWN AD I RIM EXECU-. 
TIVE BODY THE PRECISE AND FORMAL STATEMENT OF SUCH QUES- | 


TION. SUCH EXECUTIVE BODY MAY ALSO, FOR AND ON BEHALF OF 
THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA OR FOR AND ON BE- 
HALF OF ITS SYNOD, MAKE DIRECT AND APPROPRIATE REFERENCE 
TO THE COMMISSION OF ADJUDICATION OF ANY JUDICABLE QUES- 
TION WHICH HAS ARISEN AFTER THE ADJOURNMENT OF THE LATEST 
CONVENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA OR 
OF ITS SYNOD AND WHICH DEMANDS PROMPT ADJUDICATION.” 


Section 3: Substitute the following for the present Section 3 of Article XII: (1948 


ULCA Minutes, p. 768) 


“Section 3. Commission shall elect its own officers, and shall meet at least 


ANNUALLY for the transaction of business. When it holds meetings, or renders 
decisions, due notice of the time and place of meeting shall be — by its secretary 
to all persons interested, and notice of the time and place of SUCH. meetings shall be 
published in the OFFICIAL Church papers.” 


Article XIII. Boards 
Section 2: Strike the period at the end of the first sentence thereof and insert 


a comma in its place, and add to the sentence the following words: “‘except that, of 
the number to be elected to the Board of Pensions and Relief each biennium, two 


of the lay members thereof shall be nominated and elected by the Executive Board 


of the Church.’’ Section 2, after amendment, would read as follows: (1948 ULCA 
Minutes, pp. 756, 757) ae | 
“Section 2. All members of boards shall be elected by The United Lutheran Church 
in America EXCEPT THAT, OF THE NUMBER TO BE ELECTED TO THE 
BOARD OF PENSIONS AND RELIEF EACH BIENNIUM, TWO OF THE LAY 
MEMBERS THEREOF SHALL BE NOMINATED AND ELECTED BY THE 
EXECUTIVE BOARD OF THE CHURCH. Vacancies occurring in any board 
ad interim shall be filled by the Executive Board of the Church on nomination of 
the board in which the vacancy exists. No person shall be a member of more than

Any Evangelical Lutheran Church which has been fostered rae the Board 


of Foreign Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America, and which has 


accepted this Constitution with its Doctrinal Basis as set forth in Article II, and 


- whose constitution has been approved by the Executive Board, may be received into 


relationship with The United Lutheran Church in America as an Affiliated Church 
by a majority vote at any regular convention. 

“Section 2. Each Affiliated Church shall be entitled to representation at the conven- 
tions of The United Lutheran Church in America by two representatives chosen in 
such manner as the constitution of the Affiliated Church may specify. These repre- 
sentatives shall be entitled to seat and voice but shall have no vote in the conventions 
of The United Lutheran Church in America. : 

. "Section 3. (a) Affiliated Churches shall welvinieé and receive the counsel of The 
United Lutheran Church in America as such counsel is offered to them through The 
United Lutheran Church in convention assembled, the Executive Board, or the Board 
of Foreign Missions. 

“(b) The United Lutheran Church in America shall manifest interest and solicitude 
in the life and development of the Affiliated Churches with concern for their special

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


Your Committee again rejoices in the increased interest and support of Foreign 
Missions by members of this Synod and thanks all who have prayed, worked and 
given to this, our primary task as a Church. Foremost cause for gratitude is the 
splendid increase in benevolent giving. A goodly portion of the Church’s income went 
to the Board of Foreign Missions. This year, one-half of all apportionment re- 
ceipts, over three million dollars, will go to said Board. Based on 1948 receipts, that 
would be $330,000, which is not cient to meet increased costs and promote even 
a moderate program of advance. : | | 

New parishes abroad adopted during the year were: Sanoyea, Liberia, by Elkhorn, 
Wisconsin; Special work in British Guiana by Livingston, Montana; Christian Work- 
er, in British Guiana, 7 Columbus, Montana; and one unit of Rev. Wolff's support 
in British Guiana, by Appleton, Wisconsin. The last is a new method by which a 
congregation may assume part support of a missionary. | 

Our Synod’s missionaries are continuing to perform great service at their respec- 
tive posts. Miss Myrtle Onsrud is nursing in Rajahmundry, India. Miss Lydia Reich 
is continuing her medical studies at Johns Hopkins. Miss Hazel Bieder is going 
to Tanganyika instead of Liberia. We rejoice that our Synod will be represented on 
the staff of an orphaned mission. Rev. Earl Guequierre has established a fine new 
congregation in Olavarria, Argentina. Rev. Douglas Erickson is one of the few who 
are standing by heroically in China. Rev. Wilbur Wicklund is continuing his good 
work in Yeleshwaram, India. Rev. Flora is expanding our growing work in ZorZor, 
Liberia, with the aid of his jeep and air field. Rev. Paul Lewis will soon return to 
Liberia to superintend the building of a new hospital and Mission House. Board 
Secretary Dr. Edwin Moll, was forced to return from Palestine by the serious illness of 
his good wife. We pray for him in his sorrow. However, he expects to return to that 
important post as soon as feasible. Last, but not least, our native pastor, Ezra Keller, 
is developing a successful congregation in the interior of Liberia. Two of our gradu- 
ates, Pat and Hector Magalee, are doing splendid work in British Guiana. 

We are grateful that another of our number, Seminary graduate Gordon Lindemann, 
will soon go to Liberia. We congratulate him on his Call to this service, and pray 
that more of our increased number of students will volunteer. 

We were fortunate during the year to have much missionary inspiration on our 
territory. Great Foreign Mission Advance Rallies were held in important centers. Mr. 
T. S. Paulus, Secretary of the Church in India, Mr. James Liu af China and Mis- 
sionary Wesley Sadler, of Liberia, made an outstanding impression. We also had 
Rev. E. Prakasam, President of the Church in India, and Miss Sarah Sui, of China, 

on our territory. The two Indian officials were honored with doctors’ degrees while in 
' America. Mr. Liu was one of four Chinese to be ordained this year just before some 
missionaries evacuated, thus assuring a stronger Church during this dangerous period. 
We also have had the presence of Rev. Ray Cunningham, who recently returned to 
Tanganyika, Miss Biederbeck, and Miss Frances Dysinger, Promotional Secretary of 
the Woeses’s Missionary Society. Secretary Luther Gotwald and National Lutheran 
Council Representative " Peodetieck Schiotz, were also here for two meetings of the 
_ joint China committee, a group of several representatives from each of five Mission 
Boards. We have three representatives from our Synod on the Committee. Stewardship 
Secretary Graf has been of great assistance in promoting this Cause throughout the 


: We call attention to the increasing number of visual aids. New colored slides and 
moving pictures are being produced. A professional crew, taking a general protestant 
picture in Japan, was employed to make one of our work. ‘We urge a greater use of 
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all these, as all as more subscriptions to the improved magazine, ‘The Foreign Mis- 


sionary.”’ 


Your Board is alert to the problems and challenges of the hour. They are in con- 


_ stant contact with the precarious situation in China. Secretaries Gotwald and Helen 


Shirk are now in Japan helping in the reorganization of that new church, which of- 
fers unlimited opportunities for the extension of the Kingdom. Dr. Gotwald will also 


visit China. Special representatives returned during the year from other fields to report 
the Board: 


Dr. L. W. Slifer, from Liberia, Rev. Robert Oberly, from Argentina and British 
Guiana, and Miss Nona Diehl. from India. While there are increasing problems on all 
fields due to an increase of nationalistic feeling and the inroads of communism, never-- 
theless it is a day of great opportunity. The peoples of the world are looking for a 
new philosophy and we know that Christianity is the only solution for the ills of the 
world. We therefore earnestly appeal to all our pastors and congregations t to redouble 
their interest and zeal in answering our Lord’s great commission : Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the ie sagt: to every creature.’

Report of the Women's Missionary Society to Synod 
MAY 19, 1949 


| “Praise God from ‘Whom all blessings flow’’ might well be the theme of the Wom- 
en’s Missionary Society for fellowship in His name, for opportunities set before us, 
_and for His blessings upon our efforts. 

Reports received, progressive programs and meetings attended, show our society to 
be in excellent health, with an abundance of vitality. Especially are we thankful for 
the life and agrees | leadership of some of our younger groups, 

One of the highlights of the year was an itinerary on our territory in February and 
March by Miss Frances Dysinger, General Society Promotion Secretary 

Our active membership as of June 30, 1948, was 3,750, a net gain for the year 
of 253 members. About one tenth of our membership are business and professional 
women who meet in the evenings. 

We have a total of 148 societies, a gain of 10 in the past year. We are happy for 
the trend of immediately organizing missionary societies in our new missions before 
ladies’ aids become established | 

Total receipts for the year ending June 30, 1948, was $31,694.13. Total receipts 
for the first three quarters of this year are $25,132.47, so we hope to reach, if not sur- 
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pass, last year’s high. In addition to contributions to the wiiniienl fund, our confer- 
ences contribute to our summer camps, to Lutheran Welfare and to Lutheran World 
Action. Wisconsin Conference last year raised an additional $1,004.54 for home mis- 
sions. Central conference each year has a home mission shower for a newly organ- 


4zed church. 


Our General Society budget for the current year is $750,000 of which the two 
major items are $400,000 to the foreign missions board, and $140,000 to the home 
missions board. A minor item, but of special interest to us of the Northwest, is the 
$6,000 to Rocky Boy. 

One of our goals for the year has been a 10 per cent increase in Lutheran Woman's 
Work, our Official news organ. An encouraging report from one local society was a 
growth in membership from 75 to over 100 and magazine subscriptions equal to their 


membership. 


June 30, 1949, will mark the close of our 3-year ee on Thank Offering. 
If our June T. O. funds come in as expected, we hope to double our offering of 1946 


of $5,912.92. 
Thank Offering is not cold figures—translated into human values it means two 
girls going to British Guiana to help the Magalees, and the purchase of a home for 
; it means sending two pre-fabricated houses to Japan this year for our women 


- missionaries; it means a parsonage loan fund for home mission pastors in our own 


land, to mention but a few of them. 
What has been gained in the hearts of the givers and of the recipients by the prayers 


accompanying the gifts cannot so easily be measured. The Thank Offering motto 
— on each box is “‘A daily gift, a daily prayer, that all the world our Christ 
may share.’ 

Our General Society president, Mrs. C. W. Baker, said she hoped for ‘‘a mighty 
surge of prayer raised from thankful hearts such as we have never known—so powerful 
that our sisters in China, faced with the chaos of civil war, will feel new strength; — 
that the new Christians in Africa, trying to walk in a new path, will be upheld; that 
our Japanese women, working amid the ruin of war's aftermath, may take new heart; 
that all of us, wherever we may be, will be stirred to the soul by the gracious mercies 


of God.” 
Our women are now looking forward to attendance at fall conventions. We will 


have 12 delegates at the General Society Triennial convention at Grand Rapids Sep- 


tember 29 to October 3, 1949. 
Our synodical biennial convention will follow, October 9-11, at Holy Communion — 


Church, Racine, Wis. Featured speakers will be our General Society president, Mrs. 
Baker, and our new president of Synod. We also hope to have with us, her health per- 
mitting, Mrs. James Miller, missionary to Liberia, who is supported by our society's 


Lenten offering. 
We want to take this occasion to express gratitude for space allowed us in the 


Synodical Bulletin for promoting our work. | 
May the Lord, Whose we are, and Whom we serve, keep us steadfast, deepen our 


devotion, and consecrate us in heart and life to His service 
“O give thanks unto the Lord; for He is good, for His mercy endureth forever."
